Forest, Ohio, May 15. — This place and 
vicinity was visited by a tornado last 
jDight,. About 11 o'oluok ths air filled 
with balla of fire, Trhioh exploded with a, 
loud, snapping sound. The full particu- 
krs, except that brought in by farmers 
living near the tracks of the storm can- 
not be obtained. There are known to be 
five persons killed and a number injured. 
The reaideuce of Wm. MoElreo was to- 
tally destroyed, killing MoElree and his 
mother-in-law. A house near by » wan 
destroyed killing one man. The house 
of Thomas Moore was razed to thegronnd 
injuring three persons seriously, The 
'nohool house and ohuroh, two miles north- 
east of here were destroyed and 8amucl 
Packard fatally hurt, and his wife injured 
by the bloving down of bis residence. 
Oce'ntfaliiohool house, oqo mile; - weit ot; 
here, was laid, to the ground. In the 
.Blanohard river vallay, fenooa, telegr*ph 
poieis, trees and many houses are laid low. 
In Forest the Me.thodist churoh building 
was demoUshed. Three deaths are just 
' reported from south of Dunkirk. 

NOVA SOOTIA. 
DiOBY, May 14. — Oapt. Scott, of the 
steamer Lansdowne, accompanied by 
the Queen's solicitor in the ciiae of the 
loboonsr David J. Adams, arrived to-day 
from Halifax. Soon after their arrival a 
warrant to seize the schooner was received 
by the sheriff of Digby by mail, and un- 
der inatruotions of the solicitor she was 
seized this afternoon by the sheriff, who 
boarded the vessel and nailed the warrant 
to the mas't. This warrant v.'as issued by 
the vice-admiralty cuurt, and acta on the 
^^Tcsael and her cargo the same as a capias 
' 'acta on an individiial about to leave the 
province; that is, she is now in the cus- 
tody of the high sheriff of the county of 
Digby as tho deputy marshal c( the vice- 
admiralty court. The Adama is now held 
by tha customs, and tho sheriff conjec- 
tures the Lansdowne will proceed to sea 
to-night or to-naorrow morning to look 
after more baft-buj^ers. All of the com- 
missions have been distributed for the 
cruisers, and a dispatch has arrived for 
Oommisaioner Officer W. 0. Hodges, of 
Digby, to prepare to take charge of 
tho cruisqrs. Several Baherman be- 
longing to the United States, , are 
leeKiQg bait in the bay Onunsel have 
been retained by Consul- General Fhelan to 
defend tho case against the schooner. Fhe- 
lan to-day received a letter from Captain 
Scott. He declines to make known its con- 
tents, but admits it is a reply to a demand 
addressed by him to Captain Scott on 
Tuesday asking for tho delivery of tho 
Adams and an explimationB of the proceed- 
ings. With regard to tho vessel the consul 
forwards to Washington to-morrow his 
statement of the affair, accompanied by the 
depoaitions of Capt. Kinney and hie crew, 
(md^ocher docnments re(7arding,tbe seiznre', 
whlofi^SHve Wine into MiipoBsesd^B 'It is 
believed' that' the matter will not oonle 
before the courts here foif three or four 
weeks. 

New Yoiin, May 14. — The U. S. dispatch 
steamer Talapoosa, ia still anchr^-ed off 
Staten Island. It is rumored that she is 
detailed to carry dispatches between the 
cabinet at Washiugton and the commanders 
of the war vessels that have been ordered 
home should there be trouble in Canadian 
iiflshinglffBtera. 

ENGLAND. 
London, May 15. — In the match to-day 
between Lord Sheffield's and tho Austral- 
ian cricketers the former won V)y eight 
wickets. 

The weather in France is oold and squally. 
Terriflo storms have occurred throughout 
the country. Vineyards have been destroyed. 
The damage has been placed at a million 
francs. A hurricane passed over an inter- 
ior town and partially destroyed it. Sever- 
a1 persons are killed and a nnmbor severely 
injured. 

The Orangemen of AuBtrnlla have sent a 
dispatob to the loyalists of Ireland, promia-

Ottawa", May 7 —There was another 
all night session last ni{;ht over the 
Home Kule question. Iraraediately 
after routine in tjbe ,^af te^floon Mr. 
Biaks, without £nj speech, introduced 
hia reaolutiona ' ' . >" ' 
. , jg[p9, Mr. Ooatig«vn2sho^!|i^ijth|it5 
resbiutions bf^ii8L8§l! '' receivadTth un- 
animous support of the House, and as 
there was noTtirther object to be at- 
tained it was not desirable to bring 
the matter again before tho House. 
Ho moved a lengthy amendment, ex 
pressing the deep and abiding interest 
of the Oommons in the prosperity and 
happiness ot their fellow subjecta in 
Ireland, and the adhesion of 'sentiment 
expressed in the resolutions of 1882, 
wlioh hc> quoted, with the snub receiv- 
ed from Gladstone in reply, concluding 
with: "That this House having refer 
pnte to the tenor of such answer does 
not deem it expedient to again adjiress 
Her Majfsty on the aubjebti,' buit earn- 
estly hopes that such measure or ipeas- 
ures may be adopted by the Imperial 
Parliament as will, while preserving 
the integrity and well-being of the 
empire and the rights and status of 
the minority be eati^faotorv to the peo 
pie of Irelaiid and permaneiitly remove 
the discontent so long unhappily pre- 
vailing in that country." 

Mr. Ourran made an eloquent speech 
in support of the amendment. Mr. Mc- 
Mullen moved an amendment to the 
amendment that the. .^ttue. , interests 
both of Ireland and the rest bf the ecii- 
pire were best served by Home-- Rule. 
' All the Irish Roman Oathplio mein-. 
bers supported Mr, Ooatigaii'ay aoaehd-, 
ment, and O'Brien'ana'' McNeill 'bppoa- 
ed Home liule. 

Mr. Blake made an excellent 
speech in support of the resolution as 
amended by Mr. McMullon which; was 
lost by 60 to 118. Blitohell, Alpnzo 
Wright, [Desjardins, Couraol Dupont, 
Bergeron, Amyot and-Desaulieria voted 
with the Opposition. 

Mr. Oostigau's amendment carried 
by 117 to 61, John White voting 
against it. * . 

Sir. -Blake moved that a cbpy-of; tlie 
resolution ba sent to Mr. Gladstone, to 
which Sir John objected, and Oough- 
lin moved to send it to Parnell instead, 
which wa.s lost by 22 to 141. 

Sir John moved that it bo sent to 
the Speaker of the Houfle of Commons 
of England, but afterwards ■withdrew 
it. 

Mr. Mills moved that it be sent to 
Parnell and Glad.-.tono. Lost by 09 to 

Hon. Mr, Thomson moved that it 
be transmitted to tho high commi.ssion- 
er for Canada for the information of 
tho members of the House, Carried by 
80 to to. 

Mr. Coatigan's amendment as amend- 
ed by Mr. Thompson was then carri'id 
by 140 to 6, and the House adjourn- 
ed at 4:30 a. m. 

One feature of last night's debate 
was the fact that all the Irish Catholic 
members support Mr. ' Coatigan's 
amendment and several of them charg- 
ed Mr. Blako .with imrociucing the 
resolutions to catch the Iriah vote. The 
object of the Opjiosition was evidently 
to make political capital as was shown 
by the eagerneas of tne Grits to help 
Gladstone ihttead of Home Rule, but 
this dismally failed. The Grits ar- 
ranged a meeting at the Opera House 
to endorse Blake'ti resolution, but this 
also tailed and the meeting was entire- 
ly of a non-])oiitical character. Sir 
John remained in the House till the 
adjournment. During the night sever- 
al stormy eoenea' took place, , £iir 
Richard Qartwright making «' . bitter 
attack on the Premier, whioh . the; lat- 
ter treated with contempt. 

Corea. 

An extraordinary famine prevails in 
Corea, and no leas than 500 persons have 
starved in Soul. During the oorrespuud 
out's seven years' resideuoe'iti that coun- 
try he has never yet seen a good harvest. 
Not only, however, ia there a natural 
dearth of cereals, but a peculiar policy of 
the povornmeut with respect to taxation 
gcee far to augment the sufferings uf the 
people. 

There is a project among the offloial 
class to eatublisha company with a capital 
of 300,000 yon for the direct export of 
the produce of the oountry, and the king 
is supposed to take a share in tha under- 
taking. A probable feature of the com- 
pany is that it will interfere with the ox- 
port of every sort of merchandise, under 
the protection of a law providing for the 
punishment of those who attempt to sell 
their goods to foreigners independently 
of the company's URency. 

It is stated that the i^ritinh consul at 
Soul has replied to tho Oorean govern- 
ment in reference to tho demand to 
evacuate Port Hamilton, that the English 
will not withdraw their forces for the

f The news which the wires brought us 
of the disaater that befell the town uf 
Stry Boma three wooka ago ia further aup- 
plemented by the arrival of Engliah pa- 
pers. Tho ruin was great, auddeii and 
complete; but not by this fact alone will 
the catastrophe be remembered; for an 
even more ahocking feature has been 
placed on record— the behavior of those 
previously deemed reputable poraona who, 
taking advantage of the general helplesa- 
ness, commenced a syatomatic courae of 
plunder and murder. The town is, or waa, 
a place of aome 15,000 inhabitants, eituat- 
ed on the river Stry in Galioia, Austrian 
Poland. It was a proaperoua place, aa the 
word proaperoua ia understood in Ualicia; 
but its prosperity, and indeed its exist- 
ence, came to a simultaneously abrupt end. 
Speaking of the event the London 
Times says:' On Saturday afiornoon, 
while R strong east wind was blowing, u 
fire broke out in a shop in a narrow street. 
There were but two old-fashioned fire 
engines in the town, with only one fire- 
man on duty. There might as well have 
been none at all, for tho fire got hold 
with appalling swiftness; the houses burnt 
like paper, and in two hours, despite the 
efforts of aoldiora and civilians, the oaat- 
ern and wostsru suburbs wore ablaze. A 
panic ensued, and then, according to the 
accounts which have reached our Vienna 
correspondent, scenes were witnessed 
which nittka one blush for human nature. 
While .some were Btriving to save their 
inralids and their portable properly "a 
Rang of depraved wretches hurried about 
to plunder." Men had to light not only 
against the fire, but against their fellow- 
citizena; and the sound of the revolver 
was heard amid the roaring of the ilamea. 
Worse atill, and scarcely to be believed, 
is the aooonnt given of the behavior of 
soma of the' peasantry, when, aa night 
fell, t^e wretched inhabitants sought 
refuge in the plains and in the villages; 
for then, according to the story 
which we amcerely trust is exaggerated, 
the peasants preyed upon their weakness 
and robbed them. The Oalician Poles are 
not tbe flnest speoimens of the human race 
tiiat can be found; but they have a ebarao- 
ter which hardly led us to expect depravity 
like this. As lor the people of the town, 
men, women and children of all classes arc 
alike homeless, and multitudes of them are 
ruined. It seems that 600 private houses 
ar« destroyed, with the town hall, the bauks, 
the hospital, 'the (aotoriea, granaries, prison 
and asylum. How many lives have been 
lost it is impossible to say; and no more 
list of dead would give any idea of the ruin 
to life caused indirectly by so sudden and 
dreadful a calamity. Though on a smaller 
scale, the event ia almost more shooking 
than the other great disHster that befell the 
Austrian empire two or three years ago in 
the inundntion of Szegedia. We can but 
hope thut the same energy which was then 
displayed by everyone, from the omperor 
downwards, will be displayed in rebuilding 
and reorganizing Stry. 

HDUCATING THE LIBERAL 
LEADERS. 

Tho finish of ono of those disjointed 
and ungrammatic.al effusions which the 
Times is pleased to call "leaders" ia re- 
freshing for its disingenuoasness. The 
writer had been discussing the trade of 
the Orient in its relation to the traffic 
likely to be enjoyed by the steamers it is 
proposed to place on tho route betwodn 
Victoria and Hongkong; and after in- 
dulging in some hifalutin nonaonao in 
which commerce and gold and "jump 
Jim Crow" were mixed up in a state of 
oharnjing confuaion, he proceeds to la- 
ment the ignorance of the liberal leaders, 
and auggoats that tho preas of tho east 
should educate those gentlemen on the 
importance of the oriental trade'. But it 
ooours to us to ask what the preas of the

Later while Travis was ait- 
ting on the portico of the house with his 
family youagiMcOopes, who was holding 
poBsession of the house, raisad a window 
and commenced shooting with a ahotfjun. 
Mrs. Travis recoived two shots. Ono 
lodged in tho hoad near tho loft eye and 
the other In the nocK, close to the jugu- 
lar vein. Either may prove fatal. The 
MoOones wore shortly afterwards arrested. 

Sah FeaiToisoo, May 15. — For several 
days' past there have bean rumors thnt 
another corpse lay buried beneath tho 
ruins of tho Bancroft fire. This nruso 
from the fact of an intensely diaagreeablo 
odor whioh arose from one particular 
apot. A search, Sfhioh was made to-day, 
brought to view the remams of a boy 
named Daly, who was believed to have 
been killed by falling ruins. There was 
a deep and wide hole in his skull in which 
a portion of a briok waa found imbedded. 
This makes the fourth victim of the Ban- 
croft fire.

EASTERN STATES. 
PiTTSBUiia, May 15 — The Chicago ox- 
pro-13, on the Fort Wayne railroad, had a 
rough oxperioiioo when passing through 
tho tornado, which struck Eastern Ohio 
last night. The lightning flashed cun- 
tinuoualy from tho time the train loft 
Fort Wayne, and rain descended almoat 
aolidly until the time tho Ohio was passed. 
Such a storm tl •^ passengers bad never 
seen before, anu the ladies, of whom 
there were quite a number, were greatly 
frightened, and tho gentlemou wore too 
scared themselves to be of much service 
in allaying their fears. The train paaaed 
Forest, 229 miles west of Pittsburg, 
about 10;36, The engineer was then send- 
ing the looomotive along at about thirty 
miles an hour. The engineer put on 
more steam, and whan obout three milea 
from Kirby the atorin was at its height. 
Suddenly there waa a dull roar m the dia- 
tanco, and theu the cyclone tore aerosa 
the level plain on the aouth side of tho 
track and catching, a big tree 
tore it tip by the^iroots ;and flung 
it across tho cars, One 'limb strack the 
locomotiTe and out the cowcatcher in two. 
-Another limb fell on the platform and steps 
of tbe first oar and demolished them. Other 
branches smashed in windows along thriio 
ordinary oars and two Pullman sleepers. 
Telegraph polta camo dancing down at the 
same time and rocks and brunches flew 
through tho air in fury. The car windows 
were Emashod in pieces and cracked and 
splintered glass lluw in every direction. 
The train kept ou the rails and tho engineer 
applying the air brakoa brought it to a 
Btandatill within two hundred yards. Every 
passenger was iu a paroxywrn of feau. 
The sleepers were triinSforraed into 
a crowd of wildly exeited won imd 
women. It is remarkable that very few 
passengers were hurt. Mr. C. C. Bomeri- 
chan was in his berth in a sleeper, when 
a tree shivered the glass above him and 
drove one piece under his right eye with 
such force that the eye was literally driviMi 
out. An idea of tho force of the tornado 
may bo conceived from tho fiict that rocks 
wore blown into tho cars on tho aouth 
aide, and had sufficient impetus left to 
pierce the western windows na clean aa if 
they were bullets from a Gatliiig gun. 
After about an hour'sdelay the train start- 
ed again, and in due time reached Crest- 
line.

GERMANY. 
Bkklis, May 15.— General surprise ban 
been caused by the publication in tbo Bciohs 
Auzliger of a decree forbidding the holding 
of public meetings in Berlin and Potsdam 
aud their environs without police authority, 
and that permission must be asked firty 
hours in advanc» of the tiine'when it is 
propo.sed to hold a meeting. The decree ia 
issued under the jjroviaious of article 28 of 
the anti-socialist law. At a meeting of the 
Catholic bishops ut Troves it was decided 
that at the coming couforouoo of bishopr at 
Fulda a paper should bo prepared domiind- 
iug a recall of tbo religious ordors who Tv'ore 
expelled from Prussia. It is said tho bish- 
ops are coafldeut that Prince Bismarck will 
grout farther coueeasions, including 
the raatorntiou of church schools. 
In the division ou the final reading 
of tho ecclesiastical bill in the lower 
house of the Prussian diet the majority 
consisted of 317 conservatives and 15 
liberal conservatives. The Vosaioh Zoi- 
tung saya that the Bavarian cabinet baa 
demanded unanimously that the king 
make an arrangement with his creditors 
and limit his expenses in the future. M. 
Do Qiers, the Russian foreign minister, 
has announced his intention of visiting 
Prince Bismarck in August nest. Tho 
cznr of Russia has oflereu Dr. Scweniger 
(Prince Bismarck's physician) §li,000 to 
reduce his sixteen atone to healthy 
weight.

London, May 15.— A great meeting of 
the opponents of home . rule was held in 
St. James Hall to-niKht. Mr. Ashmead 
Bartlett: presided. The aide galleries were 
crowded with ladioa. Tho hall was pro- 
fusely decocated with the national colors 
and screens bearing the names of conser- 
vative leaders paat and present were dis- 
played. Lords Ssliabury, Geo. Hamilton, 
Bury, Sidmouth and Bradbourne and 
many membeis of the house of commons 
were on the platform. The chairman an- 
nounced that a new scheme of organization 
had been ratified to-day, making the con 
seryative party ttiore

than it had heretofore been. Mr. A B. 
Oorward, member for Lancashire, in- 
troduced a series of reauluttona to the ef- 
fect that the meeting represented the con- 
servditive' sssumationa of the kingdoms, 
and that it had confidence in tho abiliiy 
of Lord Sidisbury to maintain Groat Brit- 
ain and Ireland ua one united kinadom, 
and to guard the aafoty of the union and 
greatneas of the Empire. The reaulutiona 
were carried amid cheers. Lord Salisbury 
said that his policy on the burning ques- 
tion of . tho day was the traditional policy 
of tho tory party to maintain the union. 
This was an unbroken tradition of the to- 
ries. He would simply try as n hum- 
ble instrument to hand ovor the 
burriing torch to his succnssors. 
He denounced as abominsblo tho insinua- 
tion that tho conservatives concealed their 
policy. There was fair grouud for Loping 
that to-day week the proposals of the gov- 
ernment would be a mattsi* of history; but 
the questiou would survive. The loyal 
party had a fight before it. It would take 
a long time to root out

because its seed had beeu sown by an in- 
spiring hand. ' In regard to the guoninteos 
said to have been made by the Irish mem- 
bera that they would accept this bill with 
an amendment providinc; for Irish repro- 
sentatiou at Westminster Him speaker said 
the very attitude of tho Faruellite.s showed 
that thoy did not de.sire to como to the 
English parliament. That would involve 
criticism of their tieatment of their Protea- 
tant countrymen aud that was what they 
did not desire. After criticizing llr. Glad- 
Stone's action towards Ireluud sluoo the 
passage of tho Irish bill, Lord Salisbury 
said he did not wish his audience to infer 
that Mr. Oladstouowna not an honest man; 
but he said the

The speaker contended that Ireland was not 
a nutiou because it oontaiuod two diftoreut, 
deeply divided races. It depends on the 
habits of the people 'whether self-govern- 
ment should be conferred upon them. The 
habits of the Irish were very bad. They 
had become hal)ituate J to tho use of knives 
and slugs. The question of religion divid- 
ed them. The peculior influence of theCath- 
olic clergy and the manner in which thrtt 
influence had been uaed must be consider- 
ed before placing aiioh a weapon as home 
rule in thehandaof tliolrish. There would 
be no necessity for coercion if the Iriah 
abandoned their habits of nihilation, 
murder and robbery and "f preventing 
men who were attached to England from 
earning a living. Ireland wanted a firm, 
consistent policy. That waa the policy of 
the tory party. Lord Salisbury recom- 
mended that a portion of the money with 
which it was iiitended to buy out the 
landlords be pAtd to thelrish to emigrate. 
Thin, ho aaid, would be the best remedy 
for Ireland. He

and said that the time for both was close 
at hand. It remained with the conser- 
vativea to aay what would be the result of 
the present di-ncussion. Lord George 
Hamilton moved a vote of thanks to Lord

HjUIILTON, May 8.— Anthony Coijp, 
jr., .aon .of Anthony Copp, of Copp \ 
Bros., jyhile inspecting the ruins of the 
Uto fire, last evening, fell from a build- 
ing- to the ground, a distance of 20 
feefc, and died frem injuries received. 
He waa lieutenant of the Hamilton 
fifiliJ^Battery. 

j.ToBOK'TO, May. 8.— The. street rail- 
-xiray men are again on the strike, and 
this morning no cars are running Tho 
men demand a withdrawal of the iron- 
clad document, reduction of the hours 
of labor, and an increase of wages. 
They are thoroughly organized, and a 
hitter struggle is anticipated. 

The trades and labor council decid- 
ed last night to isauo a call for a gen- 
eral labor congress here in September. 

The Board of Works had a protract- 
ed session yesterday, discussing the dis- 
missal of the city engineer and city 
coinmusioner, arising out of the Gar- 
riBOtJ'^Oree'k sewer" muddle. Finally a 
resolution was passed tiiat it would be 
inadrisable to dismiss theui at present, 
and it was decided to consuli; with the 
othsr committee as to tlio urgent 
nacessity of appointing a man of the 
higlias^ ebgiQeering ability to have a 
supervision of all the works and de- 
partments of the city. 

Saluiou Fishery Dispute. 

AsTOHiA, May 9. — The dead-look cnn- 
"linuca between the fiahernion and tho 
cannerymen with no apparent prospect of 
a satiafaotory arraneemont. It ia reported 
that the cannerymen have offered to pay 
6d cents per fish for those caught in can- 
nery boat* and 70 in outside boats, and 
to. give a guarantiy to pay this nil through 
the season and take all fish brought in, 
or to pay 65 and 70 cents' with the under- 
standing that this arrangement aliall bo 
terminated at will. Another proposition 
said to have been made is to pay 
the 75 cents demanded by outaido 
boats, with the understanding that 
all Ciinnery boats shall bo kept 
tied up. As this would throw all 
transient fishermen, both in and out, of 
the union, out of a job, tho propoaition is 
rejected. So it seems there will be no 
■almpn canned to any extent this year 
unless the terms of the fishermen are 
complied with.*. These are C5 cents for 
cannery boats and 75 cunta lor outaido 
boats, and none but union men in bu uin- 
ployed. The strike this year ia in favor- 
able contrast with those of former yoara . 
iThare. have been no riotous demonetra- 
tibns, :hb disorderly and noisy proeeasions, 
a94.0P'^li<)°i^'"8^he fact that there must 
be at least 2,000 men unemployed in this 
city and vicinity, it ia remarkable that at 
no time has there been during a fishing 
feason so little demand for the servioes of 
an extra police force as on the present 
oocasion.
